THE SAMOA ISLANDS. 

A man named MoCloud Mamea, Las ar- 
rived at Saa Francisco from Samoa, to ar- 
range a treaty whereby tlie Samoan 
Islands may be plaoed under the protec- 
tion of the United States government. It is 
represented by passengers from the Island 
that the German and British Consuls re- 
sident on-the islands have been adminis- 
tering affairs with so hiijh a hand that tho 
natives can no longer stand the oppres- 
sion. One of the piissengers has in his 
poBsessiun a copy of a proclamation of a 
British Consul Jovyiog a fiuo of §30,000 
on the uiitives. Since tho proclumafcion 
was iBHUod another Jico, amounting to 
$30,000 more, has been levied, eqnul to a 
tax of $5 on euch maleudult. Tho Bidlelin 
of San Francisco says that on the 21st of 
September an armtjd band headed by an 
Englishman named Hunt, made a forcible 
ontranco into tho Americiiu consulate at 
Apiii. Tho lender of tho band ordered Mr. 
Grifiith, American consul, to vacate the 
premises, aud on his refusing placed a 
revolver to his head and caused him to be 
thrust into the street. Hunt gave the 
archives of the consulate into the custody 
of Oi»ptain Wright, American. The wife 
of the consul was threatened by Hnnt if 
the former ruiseil tho cousnhir Hag. Throo 
or four days after this occurred, a Frouoh 
gunboat arrived. Consul Griffith appeal- 
ed to Capt. Auber of tlie Seignolay lor 
protection of both French and American 
flags, and an armed escort was sent oi> 
shore to, arrest the assailants, but the 
parlies had not been found at latest ad- 
vioea. The U. S. consul remained on 
board the French sliip until the day be- 
fore her sailing for this port. A request 
was then seat to tho U'ltive authorities 
for protection to the American flag, and 
a favorable answer- having baeu received 
with a promise of armed guard for pro- 
tection, Mr. Griffith went asliore with tho 
American aud Freucli Hags unfurled. Xo 
further indignities were otTered, but it 
was underhtooil the cousul would ■ change 
his residence for his greater protection to 
the native capital. A more particular ac- 
oonnt of these proceedings has been for- 
irarded to Washington.

Becently qnanli- 
ties of Bilk goods have been missing, and 
shewus suspected, but tho closest scru- 
tiny of detectives failed to catch her. 

The returns received from Drummond 
and Arthabaska gave Mi-. Bourbeau a ma- 
jority of 29 over Hon. Mr, Laurier. 

A Canadian steamship eompaiiy -the 
Quebec and Gulf Ports — has been award- 
ed the contract for carrying the mails from 
New York to Venezuela. 

The Sturdy case was terminated at tho 
Guclph Assizes ye.'-terday, the. principal 
prisoner. Fred Sturdy, and bis daughter 
being found guilty. Sentenoe was reserv- 
ed until to-day the ot{ier prisoners were 
discharged. 

A sad accident which deprived a promi- 
nent gentlemen of life, plunged an esti- 
mable family into greif, and cast a gloom 
over the whole community, Mr. Peter 
Odwao, sberifif of the county;, and official 
assignee, want out hunting; aocompanied 
by his book-keeper.

The five at Inverary cnstle, the magnifi- 
cent highland homo of tho Duke nf Argyle, 
already briefly reported by cable, fortu 
natei2f[^did not destroy the whole building. 
The'ceotral hnll, however, was completely 
gutted, but the flames were fortunately 
prevenlcd from extending to the whole of 
the castle by iho solid cdiaraetor of the 
masonry and by a copious aijpiicution of 
water. The billiurd room, aud .several 
bed rooms had their contents quito do 
stroyed. Many tbonsaods of pou lid^^ w ill 
have to be expended in restoring tho in- 
terior of this noble mansion. Tho pic- 
tures and other valu.bles were lemoved 
in aafoty. Among the pictures is a por- 
trait of the great Marquis of Argyle and 
his sou, wlio were both beheaded, and 
many other family portraits. The Queen 
was earlyrapprised by telegram of tlu. 
safety of the Priincess'and the other mem- 
bers of the Argyle family. Tho fire whs 
visible for ton miles. Tho cause of tho 
oonflagrntion is unknown. Tho casllo ru 
muinod nn tiro from 1 a.m. till 9 a m 
Tho Duko anil Duchess of Argyle, tho 
Murquis of Lome, and Priucoa.i Louise 
were in the custle at the time of the out- 
break, and had to take refuge in tho 
Argyle Hotel. The huilding is about 1-10 
years old. and is constructed of chlorite 
slate. Many iirticles of vorlii nud anti- 
quities have been destroyed. A Hue orj^'aii 
that stood in the north gallery has been 
reduced to ashos, together with 200 flint 
look muskets that had'bieeD^nsed at Cullo- 
den by the Argyloshire Fenciblos, and 
which hud boon artistically arrftuged 
along tho wall. Tho colors of tho Ulst 
i'Priucesfl Lowiso's Own) Highlanders, 
which wore, some years sgo, handed over 
to the Duke ot Argylo's custody, are also 
destroyed. -■

London. Nov. — At tho Lord Mayor's 
banquet to-night tho Earl of Beaconstield, 
roijlying to tho toast to Her Majesty Min- 
isiers, declared in strong terms that the 
Government unswervingly adheres to tho 
declaration they made at tho commence- 
ment of the war, that British neutrality 
must cease if iSritisii interests were as- 
sailed or-monaced. Ho believed this po- 
licy of remaming neutral, except in do- 
fence of Briliah interests, was the best 
policy, not only for England but also for 
Turkey, as it enabled Turkey to display 
tlie nniouut of vigor and force which 
had domtmstrated her right to bu 
recognized among the sovereign powers 
and had disipateu formerly current belief 
that her people were effete. Although 
the independence of Turkey was a sub- 
ject of ridicnlo a year ago, whatever 
might bo the fortunes of war horiudepon- 
d<'neo was now undoubted. With r' gard 
to tlie prospects of pence be did not take the 
de.-'poiu'ing view which aomo invariably 
did ou subjects. He was encouraged not 
to do so by the remembranco that tho 
Czar had solemnly declared his only aini 
was the amelioration of tho condition of 
tho Chrii-tiaus, while the Sultan hud re- 
peatedly expressed his readiness to grant 
reforms. It might bo said there was a 
difiiculty which prevented the Czar and 
Sultan, although they entirely agreed up- 
pou every subject, establishing peace 
which they both desired. ((3heeis nud 
laughter.) He combatted the theory 
that tho war must be coutiuuod 
for tho sake of Russia's mili- 
tary prestige, nor could he understand 
how that prestige .suffered. ; He did not 
consider prestige to be a question of a fin- 
glo victory, -whioh might bo the result of 
chance rather than depondonco upon tho 
Government's being able to command the 
services of a bravo aud devot^'d pei.p'u, 
and Russia's soldiers had fully proved 
their possession of those qualities. He 
concludedtbat the. OoTemmfnthaTeboth 
hope and patience with respect to the war 
and thought tho timo not far di.'tant 
when with the rest of tho powers we may 
contribute to the settlement of the dim- 
onltie? whiob may.seonre the peace and 
independence of Europe.

The peoplo of Somas and Ohilliwhaok 
received to-day a visit from the Hon. W.

The great importance and urgent necessity

.felt by those residing in the immediate 
locality ,but is pretty generally understood 
by the country at. large. The special in- 
tereet of to-day's meeting had reference to 
the negotiations now pending between tho 
Government and Mr. Derby. It is con- 
fessedly not only an importnut, but al<o a 
heavy undertaking, and much credit is 
due to the settlers for the spirit which 
they have shown in offering to bear a large 
proportion of the coit of the work.

The Roof of the Wesleyan Mission 
Churcli Carried Away ! , 

FouT SisirsoN, Oct. 29th, 1877. 

Editor Colonist:— I am sorry to write 
you that on last Wednesday morning iu 
a terrible -wind storm (such as many of 
tue oldest Indians say thoy do not remem- 
ber to have seen before) our mission 
church roof was blown ofl". It was a mercy 
that part of tho roof did not strike tho 
mission house. It fell within three or 
four feet of it. For some time it was 
thought the whole building would go; but 
our people, tfbrked hard and at great risk 
of lim secured it by ropes, etc., so that no 
further part of it was carried away. More 
than that a dronohing rain came on which 
has destroyed tbe paint, etc. 

Well, as winter is upon us wo must ho 
at work to repair at onoo. I bavo eocured 
lumber at Williscroft & Co.'s mill, and 
shingles are being made to cover tho roof 
again. 

Tho same day on which tho aecidont oc- 
curred a largo and ontbnsiastio luootiug 
was held and a subscription list opened. 
The contributions received amouut to 
about SiOO, consisting of money, blankets, 
guns, coats, shawls, calico antl earrings. 
I believe alliu tbo village, except the very 
destitute, have given something. Tho 
pooj)lo nro dotormiucd that the building 
shall bo repaired. Wo shall require, I 
think, an amouut far abovo what wo can 
hope to raise here to complete tho work.

Tho jury 
seemed touched, aud tbo effect was 
such that Ihu dofenduiit immediately 
made a proposal to settle tbe cases, 
and the first oiler of $500— $250 for 
each case^was accepted by plaintiffs' 
counsel, which verdict was duly re- 
corded. No evidence was taken, ap- 
parently to the disappointment of the 
audience. The evidence offered by 
tho plaintiff in the breach of promise 
to marriage case showed that Evans 
had. been engaged to Miss Griffiith. 
SSyeralletters were furnished by the 
plaintiff received from Evans, showing 
that he" intended to marry her, aud 
expressing his aff'ection for her. Some 
of the missives showed tbe depth of 
his infatuation in frequent poetic out- 
bursts. To plaintiff's counsel he de 
dared he never wrote poetry, but that 
he once "copied a piece from a book" 
and sent it to Miss Griffith. This 
"])iGce," which we cannot recollect 
ever seeing iu print before, is as fol- 
lows, verbatim et literatum: —
